Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  herewith  submit  my  twenty-second  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district, 
together  with  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  M.  B.  H.  Churchill. 

The  following  are  the  main  features  of  the  vital  sta¬ 
tistics.  The  population  of  28,450  shows  an  increase  of 
360  over  the  previous  year.  The  increase  of  births  over 
deaths  was  260,  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was  20.1  per  thou¬ 
sand  of  the  estimated  population  and  the  Still-Birth 
Rate  was  17.5.  There  were  26  more  deaths  this  year 
than  in  1961;  the  majority  of  deaths  were  people  aged 
65  years  and  over.  Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  65, 
Coronary  Disease  and  Angina,  74  and  other  Heart  Dis¬ 
eases,  44. 

The  general  health  of  the  district’s  population  during 
1962  was  of  a  high  standard.  No  serious  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  occurred.  The  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  was  245  as  against  641  in  1961.  No 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis 
was  notified  during  the  year. 


In  the  No.  5  area  of  Durham  County  which  includes 
this  district,  vaccination  with  B.C.G.  was  continued.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  requested  that  the  age  limit  be  ex¬ 
tended  from  12  to  20.  Previously  this  form  of  protection 
against  Tuberculosis  was  for  those  aged  13  only. 


The  overall  picture  reveals  that  approximately  two 
thirds  of  scholars  are  negative  to  skin  testing.  Less  than 
1  per  cent,  did  not  avail  themselves  of  this  important 
field  of  protection.  Out  of  thousands  skin-tested  and 
vaccinated  in  the  above  area  there  were  no  complica¬ 
tions  of  those  inoculated;  this  means  that  they  now  have 
97%  protection  for  5-7  years,  and  in  the  latter  period 
they  will  have  picked  up  immunity  from  outside  infec¬ 
tion. 
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Anti-poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  again  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Fourth  injections  were  given  to  those 
who  had  been  given  injections  the  previous  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  lectures  in  “First  Aid”,  “How 
to  keep  well”  and  “The  Problems  of  Old  Age”  were 
given.  A  number  of  old  age  pensioners  were  visited  at 
the  request  of  their  doctor.  All  were  subsequently  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hospital  or  a  geriatric  unit  and  some  were 
listed  for  Part  III  Accommodation  under  the  County 
Scheme. 

Reprints  from  scientific  journals  on  the  prevention 
of  certain  illnesses  in  the  elderly,  which  are  periodically 
undertaken,  were  circulated  to  the  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

As  before,  men  about  to  be  employed  by  this  Autho¬ 
rity  were  examined  for  entry  to  the  Sickness  Benefit 
Scheme. 


Two  survey’s  entitled  “The  Long-Term  Control  of 
Obesity  using  Sustained  Release  Appetite  Suppressants” 
and  “The  Role  of  Ferraplex  B  in  Chronic  Nutritional 
Hypochromic  Anaemia”  were  published  and  a  copy 
given  to  every  member  of  the  Health  Committee.

Deaths  and  Death  Rate.

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Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  ambulance  service  is  operated  under  the  direction 
of  the  Durham  County  Council.  All  telephone  calls  or 
other  messages  in  respect  to  the  service  of  an  ambul¬ 
ance  are  now  directed  to  Durham  3426  which  is  the 
ambulance  Headquarters  Control,  Framwellgate  Moor, 
Durham,  covering  the  parishes  of  Ryhope,  Silksworth, 
Tunstall,  Ford,  Offerton  and  the  Herringtons,  or  Heb- 
burn  832157,  the  ambulance  station  at  1  St.  John’s 
Avenue,  Hebburn,  covering  the  parish  of  Hylton. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  sputa,  faeces  and 
throat  swabs  are  now  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Hylton 
Road,  Sunderland,  under  the  direction  of  P.  B.  Crone, 
M.D.,  Dip.,  Bact.  According  to  reports  received  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  following  specimens

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER

During  the  year,  245  cases  of  infectious  disease,  in¬ 
cluding  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  were  notified  as  com¬ 
pared  with  641  cases  for  the  previous  year  and  144 
cases  for  1960. 


Scarlet  Fever.

Cases  of  measles  notified  during  1962  amounted  to 
183.  Measles  is  a  disease  which  shows  periodic  increase, 
cycles  every  three  or  five  years;  very  few  children 
escape  infection. 


Analysis  of  B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  30  positive  reactors  shown  on  the  analysis  table 
means  that  they  have  contracted  Tuberculosis  and  will 
be  X-Rayed  to  see  if  a  lesion  is  present.  The  285  child¬ 
ren  who  were  negative  were  given  a  graduated  dose  of 
Tuberculosis  germs  so  as  to  give  an  acquired  resistance 
against  Tuberculosis.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
1925,  in  relation  to  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  72  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  which  relates  to  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 


Disinfection  of  Premises. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  bedding  has  been  carried 
out  by  your  staff  on  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  and  on  the  termination  of  the  period  of  isolation 
if  the  patient  was  isolated  at  home.  Disinfections  were 
also  carried  out  at  houses  where  the  death  or  removal  of 
a  person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  had  occurred. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 

As  before,  the  district  was  supplied  by  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Board.  Bacteriological  exam¬ 
inations  were  carried  out  by  the  owners;  the  examina¬ 
tions  being  necessary  in  case  any  water-borne  disease 
had  been  brought  into  the  district. 

The  whole  area  (apart  from  some  scattered  farms)  is 
now  provided  with  a  piped  water  supply.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC 
HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  twenty-third 
Annual  Report  upon  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  and 
Cleansing  Department.  No  outstanding  accomplish¬ 
ments  can  be  claimed,  but  once  again,  routine  duties  in 
connection  with  Public  Cleansing,  Meat  and  Food  In¬ 
spection,  Housing  and  general  Environmental  Hygiene 
have  been  steadily  maintained.  More  explicit  details  of 
these  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Department  are  given 
in  the  main  body  of  the  report. 

Probably  the  most  outstanding  document  received  in 
the  department  during  the  year  was  Circular  42/62 
which  dealt  with  the  improvement  of  houses.  The  cir¬ 
cular  appeared  to  give  the  first  official  hint  that  some 
compulsion  will  be  necessary  if  the  desired  results  of 
house  improvement  are  to  be  achieved. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 
and  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  other  officers  of  the  Council,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  and  workmen  of  the  Cleansing  staff, 
without  whose  help  and  co-operation  the  year’s  work 
would  have  been  a  much  more  arduous  and  difficult 
task.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  —  COLLECTION  AND 
DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE 


Refuse  Collection. 

Regular  collections  of  house  refuse  were  again  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  year  in  the  whole  of  the  Council’s 
area.  This  was  accomplished  in  spite  of  the  severe  cli¬ 
matic  conditions  experienced  in  the  early  weeks  of  the 
year,  and  even  this  was  surpassed  by  the  intense  weather 
of  the  last  four  weeks  in  1962. 

The  snow  and  icy  conditions  of  the  roads  and  paths 
in  the  district  made  the  carrying  and  emptying  of  dust¬ 
bins  a  most  dangerous  and  hazardous  task  and  no 
praise  can  be  too  high  for  the  manner  in  which  the  col¬ 
lection  staff  stuck  to  their  job  under  such  difficult  cir¬ 
cumstances.  No  serious  complaints  were  received  into 
the  department  and  this  appears  to  indicate  that,  in 
general,  the  residents  fully  appreciated  the  collection 
difficulties  under  such  extreme  conditions. 

Sickness  amongst  the  refuse  collection  staff  was  very 
evident  and  the  number  of  days  lost  during  1962  totalled 
480  which  is  far  and  away  above  anything  we  have 
experienced  since  the  inception  of  the  Northern  Pro¬ 
vincial  Council  (Manual  Workers)  Sickness  Scheme. 

In  order  to  ease  the  strain  being  put  upon  the  existing 
refuse  collection  service  as  a  result  of  both  private  and 
Council  housing  development,  within  the  district,  the 
Council  have  placed  an  order  for  the  delivery  of  a  50 
cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  vehicle  which  is  manufactured  by 
Messrs.  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  Ltd.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
vehicle  will  be  in  operation  as  from  the  1st  April,  1963. 

During  the  year  1962,  four  Karrier  “Gamecock”  ve¬ 
hicles,  each  fitted  with  an  18  cu.  yd.  capacity  dual-tip 
body,  and  powered  with  diesel  engines,  were  regularly 
employed  in  carrying  out  the  collection  of  refuse.  The 
staff  engaged  upon  refuse  collection  work  consists  of 
four  drivers  and  sixteen  loaders. 

All  premises  within  the  Council’s  area  enjoy  a  weekly 
collection  and  approximately  30%  of  the  premises  are 
served  with  a  twice-weekly  collection. 


During  the  year,  596,621  dustbins  holding  an  esti¬ 
mated  weight  of  9,960  tons  of  refuse  were  dealt  with, 
representing  a  weekly  collection  and  disposal  of  192 
tons. 

The  total  annual  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  service 
for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1963,  was 
£18,442  which  is  equivalent  to  £l-17s.-0d.  per  ton  of 
refuse  collected. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

The  refuse  from  the  Parishes  of  Ryhope,  Silksworth, 
Tunstall,  Herrington,  Offerton  and  part  of  Ford  (rep¬ 
resenting  approximately  80%  of  the  district’s  refuse) 
continues  to  be  disposed  of  on  the  old  Burdon  Street 
site,  situated  in  a  central  part  of  Ryhope. 

The  refuse  from  the  Castletown  area  and  a  part  of  the 
Ford  Parish  is  disposed  of  at  the  Fulwell  Refuse  Tip 
by  arrangement  with  the  Sunderland  County  Borough, 
to  whom  the  Council  pay  approximately  £100  per  year 
for  this  privilege. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  portion  of  land  which  has 
been  utilized  as  a  playing  field,  tipping  has  continued 
on  the  adjacent  land,  which  is  somewhat  smaller  in  area, 
but  should  provide  tipping  facilities  for  a  few  more 
months. 

The  refuse  is  levelled  and  consolidated  with  the  aid 
of  a  Fordson  Major  Tractor  fitted  with  Rotaped  Tracks 
and  a  “Muledozer”  blade.  It  was  necessary  during  the 
past  year  to  fit  a  complete  set  of  new  tracks  to  the 
machine  this  was  done  at  a  cost  of  £330. 

During  the  year,  the  cost  of  disposing  of  9,960  tons 
of  refuse  from  the  whole  of  the  district  amounted  to 
£940,  the  equivalent  of  Is.  lid.  ner  ton.

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Salvage. 

Collections  of  waste  paper  were  continued  to  be  made 
as  a  separate  item  of  house  refuse.  This  is  done  by  hav¬ 
ing  a  trailer  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  refuse  vehicles, 
enabling  waste  paper  to  be  collected  at  the  same  time, 
and  with  the  same  frequency  as  that  of  house  refuse. 

The  total  of  approximately  179  tons  of  waste  paper 
collected  and  consigned  to  the  Thames  Board  Mills 
during  the  year  1962  shows  a  decreased  yield  of  60  tons 
compared  with  the  amount  collected  in  1961. 

The  reason  for  the  large  decrease  was  that  as  from  the 
1st  June,  1962,  the  Board  Mills  put  each  local  authority 
on  a  restricted  quota. 

As  a  result  of  this,  efforts  had  to  be  made  with  a  view 
to  discouraging  the  separate  collections  of  large  quan¬ 
tities  of  waste  paper  because  we  have  little  or  no  facili¬ 
ties  for  its  storage  over  long  periods.  This  is  the  third 
time  we  have  experienced  such  an  occasion  and  upon 
reflection,  one  is  tempted  to  ask  as  to  whether  it  is 
economically  worthwhile  for  the  local  authority  to  main¬ 
tain  the  facilities  for  separate  collection  of  waste  paper 
during  such  lean  periods. 

By  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  the  position  had 
eased  to  some  extent  and  we  were  asked  to  attempt 
to  secure  increased  yields  each  month,  and  whilst  this 
may  appear  to  be  encouraging,  this  service  cannot  be 
turned  on  and  off  like  a  tap.  It  takes  some  time  to  per¬ 
suade  householders  to  save  waste  paper  for  collection 
after  being  used  to  the  idea  that  it  is  no  longer  essential.

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Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

There  is  now  one  licensed  caravan  site  within  the  area. 
The  site  has  been  developed  to  take  ten  caravans,  in¬ 
cluding  those  for  which  planning  permission  was  re¬ 
fused  on  two  other  sites  and  in  respect  of  which  Enforce¬ 
ment  notices  were  in  operation. 

The  site  which  can  accommodate  ten  caravans  has 
been  provided  with  a  proper  access  road  and  each  cara¬ 
van  dweller  has  the  facility  of  paved  footpaths  from  the 
road  and  to  the  outhouses  which  consist  of  a  sanitary 
convenience  and  a  wash-house  and  store  in  which  there 
is  a  tap  over  a  sink.  All  drainage  is  connected  to  the 
main  sewer. 

There  is  a  small  number  of  other  isolated  caravans 
either  having  “existing  use  rights”  under  the  Act  or 
are  occupied  for  short  periods  by  members  of  the  Show¬ 
men’s  Guild. 

During  the  year,  14  visits  were  made  in  respect  of 
these  caravans. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

The  Council  have  not  made  any  firm  resolutions  to 
proceed  with  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  urban  com¬ 
munities  of  the  district,  but  some  further  inspections 
were  proceeded  with  to  secure  preliminary  information 
in  the  residential  parish  of  Herrington  and  during  the 
year  141  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

Only  one  specific  complaint  was  received  in  the  de¬ 
partment  in  respect  of  a  smoke  nuisance  and  investiga¬ 
tions  showed  that  the  furnace  responsible  was  being 
attended  by  an  unskilled  operator.  Advice  given  to  the 
attendant  in  respect  of  the  offending  causes  of  the  com¬ 
plaint  was  readily  heeded  and  as  a  result  no  further 
offences  were  committed. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  such  baths  in  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bugs  and  Cockroaches. 

During  the  year,  34  premises  were  treated  with  insecti¬ 
cides  in  order  to  get  rid  of  bugs  and  cockroaches.  The 
occupiers  themselves  are  made  responsible  for  “Strip¬ 
ping”  the  walls  and  the  owners  required  to  remove 
skirtings,  door  moulds,  etc.  The  work  of  disinfestation 
is  carried  out  by  a  workman  of  the  Health  Department. 
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Drainage. 

The  arrangement,  inspection  and  testing  of  all  drains 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  department.  There  has  been 
a  continuance  of  the  influx  of  private  housing  develop¬ 
ment  throughout  the  district  during  the  year,  and  this 
together  with  the  Council’s  direct  labour  schemes  of 
house  erection,  plus  the  growing  desire  of  individual 
owners  to  have  their  dwellings  improved,  has  resulted 
in  an  increase  of  the  work  involved  in  drainage,  and 
therefore,  a  considerable  amount  of  the  inspector’s  time 
is  taken  up  with  this  aspect  of  the  work. 

The  various  contractors  have  to  be  met  on  the  site 
to  arrange  or  inspect  drainage  lay-outs  and  this  work 
was  responsible  for  185  visits. 

In  addition,  4,644  yards  of  4  ins.  drain  and  93  yards 
of  6  ins.  drain  were  tested  involving  some  269  visits. 
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Rodent  Control. 

During  the  year  two  treatments  were  again  under¬ 
taken  and  completed  on  each  set  of  sewers  in  the 
district. 

Surveys  have  been  made  at  various  intervals  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  degree  of  infestation  exists  particularly  in  the 
vicinity  of  business  premises,  and  where  such  premises 
were  infested,  treatments  were  carried  out  and  a  charge 
sufficient  to  cover  normal  expenses  was  made  against 
the  owner  of  the  premises. 

Infestations  in  dwelling-houses  are  dealt  with  free  of 
charge. 

The  whole  work  throughout  the  year  was  effected  by 
a  trained  rodent  operative  and  the  methods  used  were 
those  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fish¬ 
eries  and  Food  (Rodent  Division).

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Mousing  Acts,  1949  -  1959. 

During  the  year,  28  applications  were  received  from 
owner-occupiers  who  were  desirous  of  improving  the 
standard  of  their  houses  by  the  provision  of  a  bathroom, 
hot  and  cold  water  supply  and  a  modern  kitchenette 
with  the  aid  of  a  “Discretionary  Grant”.  All  the  applica¬ 
tions  were  allowed  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  6 
were  proceeded  with. 

The  Council  have  resolved  to  increase  the  amount  of 
grant  for  each  house  from  £150  to  a  maximum  of  £250. 

Only  six  applications  were  received  during  the  year 
in  respect  of  “Standard  Grants”.  They  all  satisfied  the 
requirements  of  the  appropriate  legislation  and  were 
approved. 

Local  Authorities  were  asked  in  Circular  42/62  to 
make  every  effort  to  persuade  owners  of  properties 
suitable  for  improvement,  to  have  the  house  improved 
with  the  aid  of  a  grant,  and  suggested  that  for  a  real 
impact,  they  should  be  prepaired  to  make  a  systematic 
approach  to  the  problem,  such  as  tackling  it  street  by 
street,  or  area  by  area.  The  circular  appeared  to  give  the 
impression,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  respect  to  improve¬ 
ment  grants,  that  some  form  of  compulsion  would  have 
to  be  put  into  operation  if  the  desired  results  were  to  be 
obtained  in  this  field. 

The  suggestion  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  was  put  into  effect  almost  forthwith  and 
suitable  streets  of  houses  were  selected  as  suitable  for 
improvement.  Each  house  was  inspected  and  records 
made  of  the  amenities  which  were  lacking,  at  the  same 
time,  discussions  were  held  with  the  occupants  as  to  the 
advantage  to  be  gained  by  having  their  respective  houses 
improved. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  623  houses  were  inspected 
and  the  inspections  were  supplemented  by  the  issue  of 
a  circular  letter  to  the  owner  of  each  house.  The  circular 
stressed  the  growing  concern  of  both  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  local  authority 
at  the  comparative  apathy  of  landlords  and  owner- 
occupiers  in  respect  of  the  improvement  of  houses  under 
their  control.  The  suggestion  was  made  that  if  all  per¬ 
suasive  efforts  by  the  local  authority  failed  to  produce 
the  necessary  results,  the  Minister  would  then  have  to 
consider  the  possible  use  of  compulsory  powers. 

The  immediate  response  to  this  new  survey  was  very 
meagre,  but  after  some  weeks  there  was  a  slight  im¬ 
provement  and  enquiries  were  received  from  a  number 
of  owner-occupiers.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  intended  for 
human  consumption  has  again  received  the  usual  keen 
attention  of  the  department  during  the  year. 

This  service  has  covered  the  complete  range  of  food 
inspection,  including  the  inspection  of  all  meat  both 
home-killed  an  dimported;  the  inspection  of  all  doubtful 
canned  foods  offered  for  sale,  the  supervision  of  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  the  inspection  of 
all  premises  upon  which  food  is  manufactured  or  stored 
for  the  purpose  of  sale. 

Milk  Supply. 

All  milk  dealers  licences  are  now  granted  by  the 
County  Council.  The  local  Authority,  however,  are  still 
responsible  for  seeing  that  milk  distribution  is  carried 
out  in  a  hygienic  manner. 

During  the  year,  171  milk  samples  were  taken  within 
the  district  by  the  County  Health  Inspector  and  submit¬ 
ted  for  examination.  I  am  again  indebted  to  him  for 
forwarding  copies  of  the  results  to  me.  Of  the  samples 
taken  only  one  failed  to  satisfy  the  appropriate  test. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  three  premises  within  the  district  where 
ice-cream  has  been  manufactured  for  sale  and  there  are 
41  other  premises  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  as  being  satisfactory  for  the  storage  and  sale 
only. 

During  the  year,  85  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  ex¬ 
amination.  The  results  of  the  samples  were  as  follows  :

Precautions  against  the  Contamination  of  Food. 

Due  attention  has  again  been  given  during  the  year, 
to  the  inspection  of  premises  in  which  food  is  manufac¬ 
tured,  stored  or  sold  for  human  consumption.  Such  in¬ 
spections  have  been  carried  out  regularly  and  made  a 
matter  of  routine.  A  total  of  491  visits  were  made  for 
this  purpose.

Licensed  Premises. 

There  are  22  public  houses  and  12  workmen’s  clubs 
and  other  similar  premises  within  the  district.  Some  two 
years  ago,  all  such  premises  were  inspected  and  as  a 
result  of  the  inspections  all  the  premises  were  provided 
with  wash  hand  basins  and  a  piped  hot  and  cold  water 
supply  for  the  use  of  the  persons  employed.  In  addition, 
there  is  also  provided  behind  the  respective  bars,  a  piped 
supply  of  hot  water  for  the  purpose  of  washing  used 
glasses,  etc.  During  the  year,  8  visits  were  made  to  pre¬ 
mises  of  this  nature. 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  19S8. 

Previous  reports  have  already  made  reference  to  the 
requirements  of  the  above  legislation  in  so  far  as  among 
other  matters  relating  to  slaughter-houses,  local  authori¬ 
ties  were  directed  to  review  the  slaughtering  facilities 
within  their  own  area,  prepare  and  submit  a  report  there¬ 
on  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  Council’s  report  was  duly  completed  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Ministry  showing  that  there  was  only  one 
private  slaughterhouse  in  the  Council’s  area,  and  it  was 
possible  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  the  standard  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Slaughterhouse  Construction  Regulations. 

The  premises  have  been  brought  up  to  standard  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Regulations,  and 
the  Construction  and  Hygiene  Regulations  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act.  The  new  arrangement  and  lay-out 
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make  the  premises  almost  unrecognisable.  So  much  so, 
it  is  now  difficult  to  visualise  what  the  old  premises  were 
really  like.  It  would  in  no  sense  be  an  overstatement  to 
say  that  for  such  a  small  unit,  there  will  be  few 
slaughterhouses  of  its  type  and  size  to  equal  it. 

A  large  portion  of  the  rear  of  the  premises  has  been 
utilized  as  lairage  for  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs.  This  por¬ 
tion  of  the  building  has  been  provided  with  an  entirely 
new  roof,  and  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  new  divi¬ 
sion  walls  are  constructed  with  white-glazed  bricks.  The 
slaughterhall  has  been  considerably  reduced  in  size  and 
as  a  result  is  more  compact  and  efficient;  it  has  been 
provided  with  an  entirely  new  floor  which  is  finished 
off  with  special  acid-resisting  tiles.  An  added  amenity 
is  the  provision  of  a  spacious  cooling  room,  which  is 
also  used,  at  the  appropriate  time,  as  a  cutting  room. 

Other  amenities  provided  include  an  entirely  new 
water  supply,  both  hot  and  cold,  complete  with  pipes 
and  several  hosing  points,  a  new  artificial  lighting  sys¬ 
tem,  a  modern  efficient  cattle  stunning-pen,  a  steam 
sterilizing  unit  with  separate  provision  for  the  steriliza¬ 
tion  of  clothes,  knives  and  utensils,  and  a  completely 
new  system  of  drainage. 

The  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouse  are  to  be  com¬ 
mended  for  their  foresight  and  enterprise,  as  a  result  of 
which,  modern  and  hygienic  slaughtering  facilities  are 
available  if  necessary,  for  the  whole  of  the  District 
Council’s  area. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT 

The  usual  inspection  of  all  carcases  was  again  main¬ 
tained  during  the  year  on  the  principle  that  the  essence 
of  an  efficient  meat  inspection  service  in  the  matter  of 
ensuring  a  safe  meat  supply  to  the  consumer  is  that  is 
should  be  regular  and  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  are  inspected 
before  being  exposed  for  sale,  and  no  carcases  or  organs 
are  allowed  to  leave  the  slaughterhouse  without  ex¬ 
amination. 

No  evidence  of  “Cysticercus  Bovis”  was  found  to  be 
present  in  any  of  the  carcases  examined,  and  there  were 
no  cases  of  generalised  tuberculosis  found. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspec¬ 
ted  during  1962  was  1,729,  which  is  only  approximately 
half  the  number  slaughtered  in  1961.  A  total  of  51  visits 
to  the  slaughterhouse  were  made  for  inspection  purposes.
